SICK MOTHERS AND BABES 
FIND REST AT GLEN ELLYN, 


Invalids from the Stains Get 
Regain Health in The 


From pasty morning until late last evening 
all sorts of interesting things happened at 
THE TRIBUNE summer hospital at Glen Ellyn. 
Dr. John J. Egan, who has charge of the 
thirty women and children patients, was an 
early riser, but he found that some of his 
patients were up before him. 

Those of the women who were able to be 
up and about wanted to. help.“ Dr. Egan 
and Nurse Coffey told them there would bo 
plenty of work for them when it came dish 
washing @nd sweeping time. 

The mothers and the children, after break- 
fest had been served in the large dining room 
overlogking the lake, went on the verandas. 
Some of them were content to remain there, 
bul most of them wanted to go out,on the 
lawn luxuriant with blue grass and clover. 

As the sun climbed higher and the day 
grew warmer there were «exploring expedi- 
tions for the mothers. and their children. 
Radiating in every direction from the hospi- 
tal, over the meadows and under the trees, 
are paths that lead to all sorts of mysterious 
and interesting places. Some of them go to 


the lake. Others lead away to remote nooks 


in the woods—140 acres of woods that sur- 
round the sanitarium. One’of them takes a 
devious route, through a ravine, under a 
bridge, and down a rude flight of steps, cut in 
the hard, clayish soil, to Ruskin station, 
where the sick mothers and their babies got 
off the day before from the electric road. 

Little Henry Schott, who had lived all his 
life in Milwaukee avenue, played with a rag 
doll that had been fashioned from a corncob 
and some calico by one of the nurses. He 
was perfectly happy and contented under the 
shade of a large tree, although he could not 
walk, Then a brown puppy grabbed the doll 
and made off with it. 

Mollie Gazallo, who lives somewhere around 
the Chicago Commons Social settlement, 
found a lamb that somehow had strayed into 
the park and was frightened by the frisky, 
woolly thing, which was different from any 
of the animals she had seen at Lincoln park. 
One of her companions told her it was @ 
baby sheep. 

One of the things badly needed at the hos- 
pital is a small skiff. There is no craft for 
the lake, and this is a source of great regret 

to the patients and the managers of the in- 
stitution.

Counts on Indictments. 
Beach declined tonight to add any- 
* to this statement or to discuss the cot - 
ton scandal in any way. There is no doubt, 
however, that the district attorney hopes to 


-g@cure the indictmént of not fewer than two 


or three persons, at. least one of whom is 
now, or was formerly, an official of the de- 
partment of agriculture. 

When the first investigation was concluded 
the secretary of agriculture gave out a state- 
ment that, according to legal advice received 
by him, there was no statute under which the 
persons guilty of giving out and receiving 
advance information of the government's 
cotton ‘statistics could be prosecuted crim- 
inally, Before the second investigation was 
begun officials of the department of justice 
were convinced that this was an error. 

The law officers of the government believe 
there are two possible grounds upon which 
Edwin 8. Holmes Jr., the dismissed associate 
statistician, and persons associated with him 
in the cotton scandal can be indicted for 
eriminai conduct. One of these is bribery, 


the other is conspiracy. 


Results by Drag Net Methods. 
During the last two weeks District Attor- 


‘ney Beach, assisted by special agents of the 


agricultural department and detectives of 
the secret service, has devoted his whole time 
to the investigation of the cotton scandal. 
They have questioned many persons, anda

Sensational Facts Disclosed. | 
Athen gh indictment and ultimate convic- 


tion onder the criminal statutes of persons 
concerned in the cotton leaks may be a matter 


of question, it is certain that the investigation 
conducted by the department of justice has 
brought to light a great mass of information, 
some of which is far more sensational than 
8 that has been made publio up to this 
time. 

The schemes of Holmes and his associates 
for making money out of the-government’s 
crop reports, by using information in ad- 


j vance of its publication, were much more 


elaborate than was suspected at the time 
the first investigation of the scandal was 
made, 
band information was not a haphazard affair, 
but was systematically planned and prbmpt - 
ly and accurately carried out. 

Furthermore, the persons concerned in the 
matter had all the machinery known to 
modern brokerage methods which was neces- 
sary to make the most of the information for 
their profit. The information is held in great 
detail by officers of the government who have 
been making the investigation. 


Will Summon Witnesses. 


The grand jury which will meet tomorrow 
will be no respector of persons, for it is pro- 
posed to summon before it, among others, 


every official and clerk of the department of 


agriculture, who possibly could know any- 
thing about the cotton leaks, from Secretary 
Wilson down. The purpose of the district 
attorney is to indict all the guilty persons 
if. possible, but it also is expected that the 
grand jury. will be able to elicit and supple- 
ment certain information needed for com- 
pletion of the government case. 

The grand jury will, of course, have one 
advantage which the district attorney did 
not possess during the preliminary investi- 
gation, and that is the power to examine 
persons under oath. The district attorney 
will insist that all persons who refuse to 
answer questions be punished for contempt. 

The efforts of the legal representatives of 
government be directed, among others, 
toward John Hyde, formerly chief statis- 
tician of the agricultural department, and 
a stenographer employed in the bureau of 


statistics.

Salt Lake City, Utah, July 
Gov. John C. Cutler, a Mormon, has refused 
to issue a requisition for John Q. Cannon, a 
member of the old Cafnon family which has 
taken a prominent part in the history of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 8 

Cannon is under arrest at Lethbridge, N 
W. T., charged with belng a fugitive from 
justice. He was secretary of the Utah 
Louisiana Pu exposition commission, 
and during his term of office forged the sig- 
nature of his brother-in-law, then Gov. 
Heber M, Wells, to vouchers, securing $2,100, 
which was afterwards returned to the state 
by his family. 

The application of County Abtornes Chris- 
tensen was returned unhonored, with the in- 
dorsement, The interests of the state do 
not demand that the requisition be issued.“ 

This action by Cutler caused little surprise 
among those familiar with his position and 
the circumstances of the case. Cannon is a 
son of a former Mormon leader, and at one 
time was editor of tne Deseret News, the 
church paper.

enue from bookmakers and increased the 
admission fee to $3, will expire, This agree- 
ment was entered into by the owners of the 
tracks at Gravesend, ead, and 
Brighton Beach to cover the so-called spring 
meetings only. | 

Beginning with the Saratoga meeting, 
there will be no increased rate of admission, 
the $3 tariff of last year remaining in effect, 
but boomakers’ revenue will be cut off, which 
means that under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances the Saratoga track will be lucky 
to clear expenses, especially in view of the 
enormous added money stakes which will 
be decided as usual at the springs. 


Receipts Are Reduced. 
Track owners already have seen that their 


dividends this year, under the existing cir- 
cumstances, will not begin to equal those of 
a year ago.
